Executive Session – explanation for audience 
Mayor Kobasuk explained Council will meet in Executive Session at the end of the meeting – ORC 121.22(G)(2) to discuss the 
purchase of property and acquisition of property, which deals with an easement for Mr. Harvey Yeager. The project seems to 
be moving in the right direction – we will be able to put the Ragland Road Project out to bid once this issue has been resolved. 
 
Vice Mayor Appointment, President Pro-Tem (Reported by Mayor Kobasuk) 
At the beginning of the year, the vice-mayor is elected. Mr. Short and Mr. Tiettmeyer are the two interested candidates. The 
O.R.C. requires one statutory vice-mayor. Mr. Carroll suggested deferring the decision until the next meeting when hopefully 
all council members are present. Solicitor Supinger said that is fine as long as the appointment takes place in January. 
 
Traffic Signal Improvements (Reported by Mr. Fairley) 
As a result of meetings with ODOT, the following was suggested. Mr. Fairley discussed the need with several police officers, 
who concurred with the following signals. 
 
Mr. Fairley made a motion to approve $5,000 for traffic signal improvements at the east and west end of Valley for a 
right turn signals and for a thermo pressure line stripe to designate a turn lane. Mr. Short seconded the motion.  All 
Aye.

Street and Maintenance Committee Meeting (Reported by Mr. Fairley) 
The committee will meet at 5:30pm on Tuesday, January 22, 2019, prior to the 6:30pm Council Meeting. 
 
For the sake of planning for the 2019 Budget, Mr. Tiettmeyer suggested all committees meet prior to the finance committee 
meeting, at which time, there will be somewhat of a final reconciliation.

Police Department Website (Reported by Mr. Carroll) 
Over the last year, we have been working to resolve technology issues. The Police Department is now ready to move forward 
with reconstructing their website. Chris McMahon submitted a bid of $2,975, which includes the development of the site, 
password protection, content population, etc. There is a 20% discount which takes it to $2,380, which will be included in the 
2019 Appropriations.
